State  Musician,  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  Rebekahs  for 
two  years  and  a  50  year  member  and  Past  Matron  of 
Corinthian  Chapter  #23,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

She  is  a  member  of  the  Kingston  Improvement  and 
Historical  Society;  Organist  for  the  Universalist  Society  for  38 
years  and  organist  at  the  Pilgrim  Congregational  Church, 
United  Church  of  Christ,  for  14  years. 

Mrs.  Clark  has  travelled  coast-to-coast,  to  Florida  and 
throughout  the  northeast. 

She  is  devoted  to  Kingston,  its  surrounding  communities 
and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  .  .  its  progress  as  well  as  its 
history.  She  is  a  great  enthusiast  of  the  White  Mountains! 

For  relaxation,  she  plays  the  piano  and  organ  and  also 
knits. 


Carolyn  R.  Christie  has  been  interested  in  Town  affairs  for 
many  years.  She  was  Library  Trustee  for  21  years,  from  1959 
to  1980,  and  gave  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  time  toward  the 
betterment  of  the  library.

Civil  Defense  $500.00  -  was  NOT  passed  by  standing  vote

voice  vote. 

Highways  &  Bridges  -  Maintenance  $15,000.00  cut  was  NOT 

passed  by  standing  vote  YES  87  NO  122. 

Public  Welfare  $13,000.00  cut  was  NOT  passed  by  standing 

vote  YES  90  NO  105. 

Memorial  Day  $50.00  -  was  NOT  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Recreation  Commission  $527.00  was  NOT  passed  by  voice 

vote. 

Board  of  Adjustment  $300.00  was  NOT  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Then,  the  main  motion  as  amended  was  voted  upon  and 
passed  as  follows,  by  voice  vote:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $630,513.76  to  defray  Town  Charges  for  the 
ensuing  year.

On  a  motion  made  by  Sheila  Briggs,  it  was  voted  to  cut  off 
debate  on  the  amendment,  and  it  was  NOT  passed,  by  voice 
vote. 

After  additional  discussion  on  the  main  motion,  Stanley 
Wentzell's  motion  to  cut  off  the  debate  was  passed,  and  the 
article  was  defeated,  by  voice  vote.

Harry  Carr,  and  seconded,  reading  "and/or  renovation  of 
present  Town  Hall".  The  amendment  was  NOT  passed  by 
voice  vote,  and  upon  returning  to  the  main  motion,  that  was 
also  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  6  -  On  a  motion  made  by  Leonard  Sanborn,  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  this  article  relative  to  reserving  the  land 
owned  by  the  Town  of  Kingston,  on  Danville  Rd.

Said  money  to  be  used 
to  buy  Office  Equipment  for  offices  of  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk, 
Tax  Collector  and  for  Fire  Chief,  Health  Officer  and  Building

ARTICLE  13  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum,  not  to  exceed  nine  thousand  six  hundred 
dollars  ($9,600.00),  of  money  for  a  gasoline  storage  tank  and 
pump  for  the  Town  vehicles,  subject  to  three  (3)  sealed  bids. 
This  was  after  a  motion  made  by  Leonard  Sanborn  to  move  the 
question,  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  14  -  It  was  voted  as  amended,  by  voice  vote,  to  allow 
the  Selectmen  to  place  all  monies  received  from  the  revenue 
from  the  Police  Department,  accident  reports  and  sale  of  old 
cruiser  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  replacement 
of  cruisers  and  radio  equipment.  RSA  265:19  (SUPP)  & 
generally. 
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ARTICLE  15  -  This  article  relative  to  raising  and  appropriating 
the  sum  of  seven-hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750.00)  for  a 
burglar  and  fire  alarm  for  the  Police  Department  subject  to 
sealed  bids,  was  NOT  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  16  -  It  was  voted,  by  standing  "eye"  vote,  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  a 
sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  radar  patrol  if 
available  or  awarded  under  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Highway  Safety  Radar  Program  as  a  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  State  funded  grant. 

ARTICLE  17  -  This  article  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purchase  of  a  1980  Type  I 
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Modular  Ambulance  with  the  cost  of  the  new  ambulance  not  to 
exceed  $40,640.84.  Said  ambulance  to  have  a  gross  weight  of 
10,500  on  a  Ford,  Chevrolet  or  CMC  chassis  and  shall  meet  all 
federal  KKK  specifications  and  specifications  written  by  the 
ambulance  committee  of  the  Fire  Department  and  to  include 
the  installation  of  all  radio  equipment  per  the  same 
specifications  with  the  present  1970  Cadillac  ambulance  used 
as  trade-in  towards  the  purchase  price  of  the  new  ambulance. 

ARTICLE  21-  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  to  allow  the  Fire 
Wards  to  place  unexpended  funds  from  current  years 
appropriations  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future 
replacement  of  fire  equipment  as  needed.  RSA34:1  (b)  (Supp) 
&  35:3  (Supp)  &  35.11  &  Chapter  35  generally. 

ARTICLE  22  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  to  allow  the  Fire 
Wards  to  place  all  monies  received  from  the  ambulance  into  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  replacement  of  the 
ambulance.  RSA35:1  (b)  (Supp)  &  35:3  (Supp)  &  35:11  and  35 
generally. 

At  this  time,  it  was  decided  to  stop  the  meeting  and 
Leonard  F.  Sanborn  asked  permission  to  pass  to  Article  58  so 
that  he  could  read  a  resolution.  Permission  was  granted  by 
voice  vote.  The  following  resolution  was  read  by  Leonard  F. 
Sanborn. 

Whereas  Rodney  M.  Wilson  has  served  the  Town  of 
Kingston  faithfully  as  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  continuously

Resolved,  therefore,  that  the  Town  hereby  expresses  its 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  Rodney  M.  Wilson  by  vote  of  the 
Town  on  March  12,  1980,  and  directs  that  this  Resolution  be 
incorporated  in  the  Town  Report  and  a  copy  sent  to  Mr. 
Wilson  by  the  Selectmen.

The  polls  will  be  open  from  10  a.m.  to  7  p.m. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Kingston  on  Tuesday,  March  10th,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current-year  and 
to  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the 
aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes 
collected  during  the  year. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further 
action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or 
other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes 
available  during  the  fiscal  year  to  be  used  only  for  legal 
purposes  for  which  a  town  may  appropriate  money. 

The  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  prior  public  hearing  on  the 
action  to  be  taken  and  such  action  shall  not  require  the 
expenditure  of  other  town  funds  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expenditure  of 
town  monies. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $30,000.00  (thirty  thousand  dollars)  for  the 
renovation  of  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall  for  Town  Offices. 
The  approval  of  this  article  is  contingent  upon  the  town 
appropriating  and  authorizing  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of 
$30,000.00  (thirty  thousand  dollars)  from  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  to  be  applied  to  the  Police 
Department  budget  as  an  offset. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of  $3500.00  (thirty-five 
hundred  dollars)  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  as 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  purchase  and  installation  of  storm 
windows  for  the  Town  Hall.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $5,289.00  (Five  thousand  two 
hundred  eighty-nine  dollars)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  replacement  of  the  1979  cruiser, 
to  include  one  (1)  electronic  siren  (Whelan)  at  a  cost  of  $350.00 
(Three  hundred  fifty  dollars),  and  to  further  authorize 
withdrawal  of  $2,211.00  (Two  thousand  two  hundred  eleven 
dollars)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  1979,  said 
monies  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  price  of  the  new  cruiser. 

15.  On  petition  of  Police  Chief  Neil  R.  Parker  and  ten  (10) 
others  on  behalf  of  the  Kingston  Police  Department:  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money, 
not  to  exceed  $7,500.00  (Seventy-five  hundred  dollars),  for  the 
replacement  of  the  1979  cruiser,  to  include  one  (1)  electronic 
siren  (Whelan)  at  the  cost  of  $350.00  (Three  hundred  fifty 
dollars),  and  to  further  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $2,211.00 
(Two  thousand  two  hundred  eleven  dollars)  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  established  in  1979,  with  said  monies  to  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  price  of  the  new  cruiser. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $11,700.00  (Eleven  thousand 
seven  hundred  dollars)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  replacement  of  the  Highway 
Dept.  1977  Ford  Truck.  Such  replacement  to  be  a 
conventional  four-wheel  drive  vehicle  not  less  than  9995  lbs., 
GVW,  equipped  with  dump  body  and  plow.  The  1977  Ford  to 
be  traded  toward  purchase. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,110.00  (Four  thousand  one  hundred  ten  dollars)  for 
liability  insurance  for  the  public  officials,  board  members,  law 
enforcement  officers  and  ambulance  attendants  and  drivers. 

18.  On  petition  of  Police  Chief  Neil  R.  Parker  and  ten  (10) 
others  on  behalf  of  the  Kingston  Police  Department:  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and 
expend  a  sum  of  $10,000.00  (Ten  thousand  dollars)  for  radar 
patrol  if  available  or  awarded  under  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Radar  Program  as  one  hundred 
percent  (100%)  State- funded  grant. 

19.  On  petition  of  Police  Chief  Neil  R.  Parker  and  ten  (10) 
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other:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  allow  the  Selectmen  to  place  all 
monies  received  for  the  Police  Department  (accident  reports 
and  sale  of  the  old  cruiser)  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
future  replacement  of  cruisers  and  radio  equipment.  RSA 
265:19  (Supp)  &  generally. 

20.  On  petition  of  Virginia  Morse  and  nine  (9)  others:  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  approve  the  transfer  of  the  remaining 
money  in  the  Conservation  Commission  budget  to  the 
Conservation  Fund  as  established  under  RSA  36-A:5. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  place  all  proceeds  accruing  from 
the  management  of  town-owned  land  in  a  Town  Forest  Fund  to 
be  managed  by  said  Commission  and  utilized  solely  for 
management  of.  the  town-owned  land.  Expenditures  for  the 
town-owned  land  will  be  drawn  from  the  Town  Forest  Fund 
based  on  an  annual  work  plan  submitted  to  the  Selectmen. 
The  balance  in  the  Town  Forest  Fund  shall  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  from  year  to  year;  such  balance  not  to  exceed  1% 
of  the  previous  year's  town  budget. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,900  to  reimburse  Leonard  F.  Sanborn  for  preparing 
house  and  lot  numbers  for  the  entire  town  which  has  been 
completed  without  remuneration.  If  approved,  owners  will  be 
advised  of  their  numbers  by  mail  and  may  purchase  and  install 
their  numbers  at  their  own  discretion. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  installing  street  signs. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $728.61  and  the  State  will  contribute  $4,857.40  for  Class 
IV  and  Class  V  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  Town  Road 
Aid. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
Gravel  Pit  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
June  28,  1978,  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

2.  "No  excavation  shall  take  place  closer  than  30  feet 
from  the  top  of  bank  to  any  boundary  line  and  no  closer  in 
depth  than  six  feet  from  the  highest  seasonal  water  table.  The 
highest  seasonal  water  table  elevation  shall  be  determined,  at 
the  property  owner's  expense,  using  acceptable  method  or 
methods  as  approved  by  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service 
and  approved  by  the  Kingston  Conservation  Commission, 
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provided  however,  that  no  excavation  shall  be  deeper  than  the 
level  of  road  abutting,  surrounding  or  passing  through  the 
property  upon  which  the  excavation  is  located." 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $924.00  to  assist  Rockingham  County  Community 
Action  Program,  Inc.  These  funds  requested,  in  this  instance 
being  $924.00,  are  to  be  used  for  current  operating  expenses  to 
enable  Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc. 
to  continue  providing  services  to  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Kingston  at  no  cost  to  said  residents. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,489.00  to  assist  Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services,  a 
private  non-profit  organization.  The  amount  of  this  request  is 
based  on  services  rendered  to  53  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Kingston  during  the  period  July  1, 1979  through  June  30, 1980, 
inclusive.  These  residents  used  $4,497.50  worth  of  service, 
however,  only  $1,489.00  could  be  billed  according  to  their 
ability  to  pay.  We  therefore  request  the  minimum  amount 
needed  from  the  Town,  in  this  instance  being  $1,489.00.  These 
funds  to  be  used  for  current  operating  expenses  to  enable 
Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services  to  continue  providing 
individual  and  family  counseling  for  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Kingston  whether  or  not  said  residents  are  able  to  pay. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $900.00  in  support  of  the  services  of  the  Newmarket 
Health  Center,  Inc. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Counseling  Center,  Inc.,  located  in  Portsmouth,  N.H. 

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  a  placement 
agreement  with  the  Exeter  Area  Youth  Group  Home.  Said 
amount  will  provide  unlimited  use  of  the  program  from  4/1/81 
to  March  1982. 

31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
ordinance. 

LOCAL  CIVIL  DEFENSE 
ORDINANCE  FOR  KINGSTON 
Adopted  August  3,  1979 
The  Town  of  Kingston  ordains: 
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ARTICLE  I  -  OFFICE  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE. 

Section  (I).  Short  Title. 

This  Ordance  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  and 
referred  to  as  the  "Civil  Defense  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of 
Kingston." 
Section  (II).  Intent  and  Purpose. 

(1)  It  is  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  to 
establish  an  office  that  will  insure  the  complete  and  efficient 
utilization  of  all  the  Town's  facilities  to  combat  disaster 
resulting  from  enemy  actions  or  other  disasters  as  defined 
herein. 

(2)  The  Kingston  office  of  Civil  Defense  will  be  the 
coordinating  agency  for  all  activity  in  connection  with  civil 
defense;  it  will  be  the  instrument  through  which  the  Selectmen 
may  exercise  the  authority  and  discharge  the  responsiblities 
vested  in  them  in  the  Civil  Defense  Act,  Comprising  Chapter 
107,  State  of  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  as  amended, 
and  this  Ordinance. 

(3)  This  Ordinance  will  not  relieve  any  Town  Department 
of  the  moral  responsibilities  or  authority  given  to  it  in  the  State 
Statutes  or  by  local  ordinance,  nor  will  it  adversely  affect  the 
work  of  any  volunteer  agency  organized  for  relief  in  disasters 
or  emergencies. 

Section  (III).  Definitions. 

(1)  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  in  the 
interpretation  of  this  Article: 

(a)  "Civil  Defense"  in  its  broad  sense  means  to  Carry  out 
the  basic  government  functions  of  maintaining  the  public 
peace,  health  and  safety  during  an  emergency.  This  shall 
include  plans  and  preparations  for  protection  from,  and  relief, 
recovery  and  rehabilitation  from,  the  effects  of  an  attack  on  the 
Town  by  the  forces  of  an  enemy  nation  or  the  agents  thereof, 
and  it  shall  also  include  such  activity  in  connection  with 
disaster  as  defined  herein,  it  shall  not,  however,  include  any 
activity  that  is  the  primary  responsibility  of  the  military  forces 
of  the  United  States. 

(b)  "Attack"  shall  mean  a  direct  or  indirect  assault  against 
the  Town  of  Kingston,  its  government,  its  environs,  or  of  the 
nation,  by  the  forces  of  a  hostile  nation  or  the  agents  thereof, 
including  assault  by  bombing,  radiological,  chemical  or 
biological  warfare,  or  sabotage. 
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(c)  "Disaster"  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  actual  or 
threatened  enemy  attack,  sabotage,  extraordinary  fire,  flood, 
storm,  epidemic  or  other  impending  or  actual  calamity 
endangering  or  threatening  to  endanger  health,  life  or  property 
or  constituted  government. 

(d)  "Civil  Defense  Forces"  shall  mean  the  employees, 
equipment  and  facilities  of  all  Town  departments,  boards, 
institutions  and  commissions;  and,  in  addition,  it  shall  include 
all  volunteer  personnel,  equipment  and  facilities  contributed 
by,  or  obtained  from,  volunteer  persons  or  agencies. 

(e)  "Volunteer"  shall  mean  contributing  a  service, 
equipment  or  facilities  to  the  civil  defense  organization  without 
remuneration. 

(f)  "Civil  Defense  Volunteer"  shall  mean  any  person  duly 
registered,  identified  and  appointed  by  the  Coordinator  of  the 
Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  assigned  to  participate  in  the  civil 
defense  activity. 

(g)  "Director"  shall  mean  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  or  his  designated  alternate. 

(h)  "Coordinator"  shall  mean  the  Coordinator  of  the 
Kingston  Office  of  Civil  Defesne,  appointed  as  prescribed  in 
this  Ordinance. 

(i)  "Regulations"  shall  include  plans,  programs  and  other 
emergency  procedures  deemed  essential  to  civil  defense. 

Section  (IV).  Organization  and  Appointments. 

(1)  The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
create  an  organization  for  civil  defense  utilizing  to  the  fullest 
extent  the  existing  agencies  within  this  Town.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  executive  head  of  the  municipal 
government,  shall  be  the  Director  of  the  civil  defense  forces  of 
this  Town,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  organization, 
administration  and  operations. 

(2)  The  organization  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

(a)  An  Office  of  Civil  Defense  within  the  executive 
department  of  the  Town  government  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen.  There  shall  be  an  executive  head  of  the 
Office  of  Civil  Defense,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Coordinator 
of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense,  and  such  assistants  and  other 
employees  as  are  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  functioning 
of  the  organization.  On  some  occasions  the  Coordinator  may 
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be  referred  to  as  the  Director,  Office  of  Civil  Defense. 

(b)  The  employees,  equipment  and  facilities  of  all  Town 
departments,  boards,  institutions  and  commissions,  will 
participate  in  the  civil  defense  activity.  Duties  assigned  to  a 
Town  department  shall  be  the  same  or  similar  to  the  normal 
duties  of  the  department. 

(c)  Volunteer  persons  and  agencies  offering  service  to, 
and  accepted  by,  the  town. 

(3)  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Coordinator  of  the 
Kingston  Office  of  Civil  Defense  who  shall  be  a  person  well 
versed  and  trained  in  planning  operations  involving  the 
activities  of  many  different  agencies  which  will  operate  to 
protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  in  the  event  of 
danger  from  enemy  action  or  disaster  as  defined  in  this 
Ordinance. 

(4)  The  Civil  Defense  Director  shall  designate  and  appoint 
Deputy  Directors  to  assume  the  emergency  duties  of  the 
Director  in  the  event  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act.  (The 
intent  being  that  there  will  always  and  at  all  times  be  an 
Executive  Head/Civil  Defense  Director  in  charge  in  the 
Town). 

Section  (V).  Emergency  Powers  and  Duties. 

(1)  The  Selectmen 

(a)  The  Selectmen  may  exercise  the  emergency  power 
and  authority  necessary  to  fulfill  their  general  powers  and 
duties.  The  judgment  of  the  Selectmen  shall  be  the  sole  criteria 
necessary  to  invoke  emergency  powers  provided  in  the  State 
Statutes,  the  Town  Ordinances  and  other  appropriate 
authorities.  The  Selectmen  may  convene  to  perform  their 
legislative  and  administrative  powers  as  the  situation 
demands,  and  shall  receive  reports  relative  to  civil  defense 
activities.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  as 
abridging  or  curtailing  the  powers  or  restrictions  of  the 
Selectmen. 

(b)  During  any  period  when  disaster  threatens  or  when 
the  Town  has  been  struck  by  disaster,  within  the  definition  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  Selectmen  may  promulgate  such 
regulations  as  they  deem  necessary  to  protect  life  and 
property  and  preserve  critical  resources.  Such  regulations 
may  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 
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1.  Regulations  prohibiting  or  restricting  the  movement  of 
vehicles  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  civil  defense  forces,  or 
to  facilitate  the  mass  movement  of  persons  from  critical  areas 
within  or  without  the  Town. 

2.  Regulations  pertaining  to  the  movement  of  persons 
from  areas  deemed  to.  be  hazardous  or  vulnerable  to  disaster. 

3.  Such  other  regulations  necessary  to  preserve  public 
peace,  health  and  safety. 

Regulations  promulgated  in  accordance  with  the 
authority  above  will  be  given  widespread  circulation  by 
proclamations  published  and  uttered  by  newspaper  and  radio. 
These  regulations  will  have  the  force  of  Ordinance  when  duly 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  violations  will  be  subject  to  the 
penalty  in  Section  IX  of  this  Ordinance. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  order  civil  defense  forces  to  the 
aid  of  other  communities  when  required  in  accordance  with 
the  statutes  of  the  state,  and  they  may  request  the  state,  or 
a  political  sub-division  of  the  state,  to  send  aid  to  the  Town  of 
Kingston  in  case  of  disaster  when  conditions  in  the  Town  are 
beyond  the  control  of  the  local  civil  defense  forces. 

(d)  The  Selectmen  may  obtain  vital  supplies,  equipment 
and  other  properties  found  lacking  and  needed  for  the 
protection  of  health,  life  and  property  of  the  people,  and  bind 
the  Town  for  the  fair  value  thereof. 

(e)  The  Selectmen  may  require  emergency  services  of  any 
Town  officer  or  employees.  If  regular  Town  Forces  are 
determined  inadequate,  the  Selectmen  may  require  the 
services  of  such  other  personnel  as  they  can  obtain  that  are 
available,  including  citizen  volunteers.  All  duly  authorized 
persons  rendering  emergency  services  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  and  immunities  as  are  provided  by  state  law,  the 
Town  Ordinances  for  regular  Town  employees  and  other 
registered  and  identified  civil  defense  and  disaster  workers 
and,  upon  demand,  may  receive  appropriate  compensation  for 
the  emergency  employment. 

(f)  The  Selectmen  will  cause  to  be  prepared  the  Basic  Plan 
herein  referred  to  and  to  exercise  their  ordinary  powers  as 
Selectmen,  all  of  the  special  powers  conferred  upon  them  by 
the  State  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Kingston, 
or  any  other  lawful  authority. 

(2)  Coordinator  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense:

(a)  The  Coordinator  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  Selectmen  in  regard  to  all  phases  of  the  civil 
defense  activity.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen,  he 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  planning,  coordination  and 
operation  of  the  civil  defense  activity  in  the  Town.  Under  the 
supervision  of  the  Selectmen,  he  shall  maintain  liaison  with  the 
state  and  Federal  authorities  and  the  authorities  of  the  other 
nearby  political  subdivisions  as  to  insure  the  most  effective 
operation  of  the  civil  defense  plan.  His  duties  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

1.  Coordinating  the  recruitment  of  volunteer  personnel 
and  agencies  to  augment  the  personnel  and  facilities  of  the 
Town  for  civil  defense  purposes. 

2.  Development  and  coordination  of  plans  for  the 
immediate  use  of  allot  the  facilities,  equipment,  manpower  and 
other  resources  of  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  minimizing  or 
preventing  damage  to  persons  and  property;  and  protecting 
and  restoring  to  usefulness  governmental  services  and  public 
utilities  necessary  for  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare. 

3.  Negotiating  and  concluding  agreements  with  owners  or 
persons  in  control  of  buildings  or  other  property  for  the  use  of 
such  buildings  or  other  property  for  civil  defense  purposes  and 
designating  suitable  buildings  as  public  shelters. 

4.  Through  public  informational  programs,  educating  the 
civilian  population  as  to  actions  necessary  and  required  for  the 
protection  of  their  persons  and  property  in  case  of  enemy 
attack,  or  disaster,  as  defined  herein,  either  impending  or 
present. 

5.  Conducting  public  practice  alerts  to  insure  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  civil  defense  forces  and  to  familiarize  residents 
with  civil  defense  regulations,  procedures  and  operations. 

6.  Coordinating  the  activity  of  all  other  public  and  private 
agencies  engaged  in  any  civil  defense  activity. 

7.  Assuming  such  authority  and  conducting  such  activity 
as  the  Selectmen  may  direct  to  promote  and  execute  the  civil 
defense  plan. 

Section  (VI).  Civil  Defense  and  Disaster  Basic  Plan. 

(1)  A  comprehensive  civil  defense  and  disaster  Basic  Plan 
shall  be  adopted  and  maintained  by  resolution  upon  the 
recommendations  of  the  Selectmen.  In  preparation  of  this  Plan 
as  it  pertains  to  Town  organization,  it  is  the  intent  that  the 
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services,  equipment,  facilities  and  personnel  of  all  existing 
departments  and  agencies  shall  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent. 
When  approved,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  municipal 
departments  and  agencies  to  perform  the  functions  assigned 
by  the  Plan  and  to  Maintain  their  portion  of  the  Plan  (their 
"annex")  in  a  current  state  of  readiness  at  all  times.  The  Basic 
Plan  shall  be  considered  supplementary  to  this  ordinance  and 
have  the  effect  of  law  whenever  a  disaster,  as  defined  in  this 
ordinance,  has  been  proclaimed. 

(2)  The  Selectmen  shall  prescribe  in  the  Basic  Plan  those 
positions  within  the  disaster  organization,  in  addition  to  his 
own,  for  which  lines  of  succession  are  necessary.  In  each 
instance,  the  responsible  person  will  designate  and  keep  on  file 
with  the  Coordinator  a  current  list  of  3  persons  as  successors 
to  his  position.  The  list  will  be  in  order  of  succession  and  will  as 
nearly  as  possible  designate  persons  best  capable  of  carrying 
out  all  assigned  duties  and  functions. 

(3)  Each  service  chief  and  department  head  assigned 
responsibility  in  the  Basic  Plan  shall  be  responsible  for  carrying 
out  all  duties  and  functions  assigned  therein.  Duties  will 
include  the  organization  and  training  of  assigned  Town 
employees  and  volunteers.  Each  chief  shall  formulate  the 
operational  plan  for  his  service  which,  when  approved,  shall  be 
an  annex  to  and  a  part  of  the  Basic  Plan. 

(4)  Amendments  to  the  Basic  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  If  approved,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  submit  the 
amendments  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  his 
recommendations  for  their  approval.  Such  amendments  shall 
take  effect  30  days  from  the  date  of  approval  unless  action  is 
taken  by  the  Selectmen  disapproving  the  submission.  In  the 
event  an  amendment  is  pending  at  the  time  that  a  disaster  is 
proclaimed  under  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the 
amendment  will  be  considered  approved  immediately  and  will 
remain  effective  unless  specifically  revoked  by  the  Selectmen. 

(5)  When  a  required  competency  or  skill  for  a  disaster 
function  is  not  available  within  the  town  government,  the 
Selectmen  are  authorized  to  seek  assistance  from  persons 
outside  of  government.  The  assignment  of  duties,  when  of  a 
supervisory  nature,  shall  also  grant  authority  for  the  persons 
so  assigned  to  carry  out  such  duties  prior  to,  during  and  after 
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the  occurrence  of  a  disaster.  Such  services  from  persons 
outside  of  government  may  be  accepted  by  the  town  on  a 
volunteer  basis.  Such  citizens  shall  be  enrolled  as  civil  defense 
volunteers  in  cooperation  with  the  heads  of  town  departments 
affected. 

(6)  Some  of  the  duties  ascribed  to  the  Selectmen  in  this 
section  will  ordinarily  be  handled  as  a  matter  of  routine  by  the 
Coordinator,  but  the  responsibility  and  authority  stem  from 
and  remain  with  the  Selectmen. 

Section  (VII).  No  Municipal  or  Private  Liability. 

(1)  This  Ordinance  is  an  exercise  by  the  Town  of  its 
governmental  functions  for  the  protection  of  the  public  peace, 
health,  and  safety,  and  neither  the  town  nor  agents  and 
representatives  of  said  town,  or  any  individual,  receiver,  firm, 
partnership,  corporation,  association,  or  trustee,  or  any  of  the 
agents  thereof,  in  good  faith  carrying  out,  complying  with  or 
attempting  to  comply  with  any  order,  rule  or  regCriation 
promulgated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  sustained  to  persons  or  property 
as  the  result  of  said  activity. 

(2)  Any  person  owning  or  controlling  real  estate  or  other 
premises  who  voluntarily  and  without  compensation  grants 
the  town  the  right  to  inspect,  designate  and  use  the  whole  or 
any  part  or  parts  of  such  real  estate  or  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  sheltering  persons  during  an  actual,  impending  or 
practice  enemy  attack  shall  not  be  civilly  liable  for  the  death  of, 
or  injury  to,  any  persons  on  or  about  such  real  estate  or 
premises  under  such  license,  privilege  or  other  permission,  or 
for  loss  of,  or  damage  to,  the  property  of  such  person. 
Section  (VIIl).  Violation  of  Regulations. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  regulations  or  plans 
issued  pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  herein,  or  to 
willfully  obstruct,  hinder  or  delay  any  member  of  the  civil 
defense  organization  as  herein  defined  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or  any  regulation  or  plan 
issued  thereunder. 
Section  (DC).  Penalty. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  provision  of 
this  Ordinance,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated 
thereunder,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
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fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars,  and  costs 

of  prosecution,  or  imprisonment  in  the  Rockingham  County 

Jail  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days,  or  both,  such 

fine  and  imprisonment  to  be  imposed  in  the  discretion  of  the 

court. 

Section  (X).  Severability. 

Should  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  be  declared  invalid 
for  any  reason,  such  declaration  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
other  provisions,  or  of  this  Ordinance,  as  a  whole,  it  being  the 
legislative  intent  that  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
severable  and  remain  valid  notwithstanding  such  declaration.

A)  All  signs  must  meet  requirements  for  size  and  location 
as  stated  in  the  Zoning  and  Building  Codes  of  the  Tovn  of 
Kingston. 

B)  A  parallel  sign  can  project  no  more  than  ten  (10) 
inches  from  the  building  surface.

5)  Animated,  moving  and  trailer-type  portable  electric 
temporary  signs  shall  be  prohibited. 

6)  Permanent  window  signs  may  not  take  up  more  than 
ten  (10)  percent  of  the  window  area. 

d.  Maintenance 

Signs  within  the  Historic  Districts  shall  be  reasonably 
maintained,  and  repaired  within  90  days  for  the  date  of  request 
from  the  Historic  District  Commission. 

3.  Existing  signs 

All  signs  lawfully  in  existence  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this 
ordinance  may  continue  in  existence  and  may  be  maintained 
but  shall  not  be  replaced,  altered,  or  moved  unless  they  be 
made  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

In  1980,  Mr.  Rodney  M.  Wilson  concluded  27  years  of 
continuous  service  as  a  Trustee,  as  noted  in  a  resolution 
adopted  at  the  Town  Meeting.  Mr.  Roger  Nason  was  re- 
elected and  Mrs.  Mary  Kanaly  elected  to  3-year  terms. 

A  summary  of  trust  fund  accounts  and  listing  of  new  funds 
is  given  in  the  following  pages.  The  full  report  is  on  file  with  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Trustees  and  may  be  seen  on  request. 

Trust  Funds 

In  June,  1980,  the  Trustees  re-invested  some  $17,000 
from  cemetery  trust  funds  at  an  interest  rate  of  9.5%.  In 
December,  1980,  because  of  increased  interest  rates,  a  further 
re-investment  was  negotiated  to  obtain  rates  of  15.673%  on  6- 
month  deposits  and  12%  on  30-month  deposits.  Ambulance 
funds  and  reserve  funds  of  Police  and  Fire  Departments  are 
invested  at  lower  rates  in  order  to  be  available  when  needed. 

Cemeteries 

The  Trustees  have  recommended  no  increase  for  1981  in 
the  Town  budget  of  $7,000  for  cemetery  maintenance, 
believing  that  constantly  increasing  costs  can  be  met  by 
increased  earnings  from  trust  funds. 

Improvements  in  1980  have  included  the  clearing,  grading 
and  road  construction  in  the  new  area  at  Pine  Grove  Cemetery 
plus  road  work  and  evergreen  plantings  in  the  old  areas.  At 
Greenwood  Cemetery,  a  row  of  Scotch  Pines  was  planted 
along  the  southern  fence  adjoining  Bernaby  Lane  properties. 

To  meet  requests  for  2-grave  lots,  the  Trustees  have 
made  these  available  by  dividing  standard  10'x20'  (6-grave)  lots 
into  two  10'x8y2'  lots  separated  by  a  3'  walk.  The  2-grave  lots 
are  sold  for  $125  (one-half  the  price  of  10'x20'  lots)  so  that  the 
return  to  the  Town  is  unchanged. 

During  the  year  9  lots  were  in  Greenwood  and  8  in  Pine 
Grove  with  perpetual  care  funds  established  for  all.  In  addition, 
two  existing  funds  were  increased  by  $50  each,  received  from 
the  estate  of  Christie  B.  Barrett. 
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Again  we  recommed  that  perpetual  care  funds  be 
provided  by  owners  of  lots  purchased  before  such  funds  were 
required.

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KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1980  Annual  Report 

At  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Commission 
made  on-site  inspections  of  four  (4)  proposed  subdivisions  and 
submitted  written  reports  to  the  Board.  The  major  concerns  of 
the  Commission  on  subdivision  inspections  are  to  insure  that 
septic  systems,  meeting  town  and  state  requirements,  can  be 
located  on  each  building  lot,  that  dredge  and  fill  operations  are 
planned  properly,  and  that  wetlands,  valuable  to  the 
environment,  are  not  destroyed.  When  it  was  felt  necessary, 
meetings  were  held  with  the  subdivision  developers  to  review 
their  plans  and  to  make  recommendations  for  changes  and 
additions. 

Four  (4)  dredge  and  fill  applications  and  five  (5)  dredge 
and  fill  complaints  were  inspected  and  recommendations  were 
submitted  to  the  State  Wetlands  Board. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in 
bringing  gravel  pit  operations  in  line  with  the  town's  Gravel  Pit 
Ordinance.  All  gravel  pits  are  inspected  every  year  by  the 
Commission  prior  to  the  renewal  of  the  operator's  permit  by 
the  Selectmen. 

The  Commission  has  under  its  jurisdiction  several  parcels 
of  town  land  which  have  been  transferred  to  it  through  warrant 
articles  voted  on  at  town  meetings.  These  parcels  will  be  kept 
as  open  spaces  and  protected  from  future  development. 
Meetings  are  currently  being  held  with  county  and  district 
foresters  to  develop  a  long  term  plan  for  the  management  of 
this  land.  The  Commission  has  negotiated  the  gift  of  additional 
plots  of  land  which  will  be  donated  to  the  town  over  the  next 
few  years. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  first  and  third 
Wednesdays  of  every  month  at  the  Grace  Daley  House.  All 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  results  of  many  years  of  planning  were  realized  by  the 
Kingston  Fire  Department  in  1980. 

The  delivery  of  the  1980  Starline  Type  I  Modular 
Ambulance  voted  in  March  of  1980  and  the  1980  Ford  2500 
gallon  tanker  with  a  750  gallon  pump  voted  in  March  of  1979 
continues  the  program  of  keeping  the  Fire  Department  well 
equipped. 

In  March  we  contracted  with  Exeter  Dispatch  to  answer 
the  emergency  fire-ambulance  calls  24  hours  a  day  and 
dispatch  the  necessary  units.  This  contract  ended  the  old  red 
phone  system  which  had  been  manned  by  firefighters  and 
businesses  for  years.  The  contract  allowed  the  release  of  the 
Sunday  paid  duty  firefighter  helping  to  pay  for  part  of  the 
contract.  This  system  appears  to  be  operating  well.

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KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1980 

This  report  covers  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board  as  it 
was  constituted  prior  to  Town  Meeting  and  the  Board  as  it 
reorganized  after  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  met  regularly  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month.  Additional  meetings  were  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
each  month  for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  Master  Plan  of 
Growth  for  the  town.  Public  meetings  for  various  purposes 
were  held  as  needed.  A  total  of  27  meetings  were  held  during 
the  year. 

Elections  were  held  in  March.  The  Board  membership 
was  reorganized  as  follows:

The  Board,  after  two  years  of  preparation, 
consultation,  and  extensive  discussion  presented  a  revised 
set  of  Subdivision  Regulations  at  a  public  hearing  in 
January.  The  new  regulations  were  subsequently  adopted. 
Upgrading  of  the  existing  regulations  will  be  done  this  year. 

The  major  portion  of  the  Board's  time  was  spent  working 
on  the  development  of  the  Master  Plan  for  Growth.  We  are 
indeed  grateful  to  the  Southern  Rockingham  Regional 
Planning  Commission  for  invaluable  assistance  in  preparing 
the  background  for  the  plan.  Sub-committees  were 
established  to  study  the  needs  of  the  town  and  collect  relevant 
data  which  the  Board  will  use  when  working  with  a 
representative  group  of  citizens  this  coming  year.  It  is  the  hope 
of  the  Board  that  working  closely  with  the  community  in  the 
final  preparation  of  the  document  will  provide  a  Master  Plan 
reflecting  the  feeling  of  the  majority  of  the  townspeople  on  the 
projected  patterns  of  growth  they  would  prefer  to  see  followed 
over  the  coming  years.  The  Master  Plan  is  a  guide  for  the 
Board  in  its  work. 
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The  Planning  Board  presented  a  proposal  for  re-zoning  an 
area  of  town  near  the  center  to  accomodate  an  elderly  housing 
complex.  The  proposal  passed  overwhelmingly  and  construc- 
tion will  begin  in  early  spring. 

Projected  plans  for  the  coming  year  include  completion  of 
the  Master  Plan  and  presentation  of  a  Wetland  Zoning 
Protection  Ordinance  for  vote  at  the  next  Town  Meeting.

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KINSTON  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Kingston  Recreation  Commission  has  strained  to 
improve  the  conditions  of  recreation  for  the  children  of  this 
community;  our  goal  of  1980. 

The  Commission  sponsored  the  various  holday  parties 
for  the  children  this  year,  by  combining  multi-interests  of 
movies,  story  hours,  animation,  live  appearances,  gifts  and 
treats.  The  children  responded  overwhelmingly  in  number 
proving  the  apparent  need. 

The  1980  Summer  Playground  Program  was  our  largest 
project.  The  program  served  an  average  of  65  children  a  day 
for  its  six  week  session.  The  session  was  broken  down  into 
weekly  themes,  enabling  the  children  to  learn  about  and  grow 
with  that  theme.  There  were  weekly  field  trips,  travelling  to 
Massachusetts  and  throughout  New  Hampshire.  The  program 
expanded  this  year  by  developing  a  sports  division  and  joining 
a  league  with  other  New  Hampshire  towns,  both  for  soccer 
and  Softball.  There  was  an  attendance  of  38  children  each  day 
for  the  two  sports. 

The  Commission  applied  and  received  a  federal  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $500  to  be  used  on  sports  related  equipment. 
These  monies  were  spent  buying  equipment  for  the  two  new 
leagues,  and  improve  the  supply  of  everyday  equipment, 
including  a  ping  pong  table,  tether  ball  game,  volley  ball  and 
net,  an  outside  water  fountain,  swimming  kick  boards,  life 
preservers,  etc.  Overall,  all  equipment  needed  to  continue  the 
programs. 

A  bicycle  safety  program  was  sponsored  with  the  aid  of 
the  Kingston  Police  by  setting  up  inspection  stations  and 
registering  bicycles  for  individual's  protection. 

The  1980  Red  Cross  Swim  Program  was  sponsored  again 
by  the  Commission  and  147  children  and  adults  were  enrolled 
in  the  Program  held  at  Kingston  State  Park. 

In  all,  the  Kingston  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to 
thank  the  townspeople  and  friends  whom  donated  their  time 
and  services  enabling  the  children  of  Kingston  this  privilege. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  very  deepest  thanks 
to  the  officers  of  this  board  and  its  members  for  helping  make 
my  past  year  a  pleasure.

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REPORT  OF  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

1980 

The  Historic  District  Commission  had  an  active  year  with 
regular  monthly  meetings  and  four  special  meetings.  There 
were  eleven  applications  submitted  during  1980,  the  most 
challenging  one  being  the  addition  proposal  to  the  Sanborn 
Regional  High  School  which  was  approved  after  some 
revisions.  All  others  were  also  approved. 

The  HDC  has  felt  that  the  Town  sign  ordinance  would 
allow  signs  that  would  not  be  in  keeping  with  the  character  of 
the  Historic  Districts  and  have  prepared  a  sign  ordinance  to  be 
presented  at  Public  Hearing  and  to  the  Townspeople  for  a  vote 
in  March. 

The  Strafford  Rockingham  Regional  Council's  Historic 
Preservation  Assistance  Project  was  started  under  the 
chairmanship  of  John  Cunningham.  Lynn  Monroe  and  two 
assistants  surveyed  all  houses,  buildings  and  sites  over  50 
years  old  and  draft  copies  entitled  Cultural  Resource  Survey, 
Inventory  and  Plan  were  presented  to  the  Town  in  June  at  a 
public  meeting.  The  project  will  be  completed  this  year  after 
corrections  and  additions  to  the  forms  are  complete  and 
copies  of  the  survey  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  and  will  also 
be  available  for  a  nominal  fee  to  the  public.  The  information  in 
this  survey  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  HDC,  as  the  Town 
grows,  in  their  efforts  to  preserve  the  uniqueness  of  Kingston's 
character  for  future  generations.

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KINGSTON  HISTORICAL  MUSEUM  —  1980 

The  Kingston  Historical  Museum  was  open  from  the 
second  week  in  June  to  the  last  of  September  with  more 
visitors  than  usual,  many  of  whom  were  from  out  of  Town. 
Several  classes  visited  the  museum  as  well  as  the 
kindergartens  and  during  the  summer  both  the  Swiss  and 
Spanish  students  in  Kingston  for  a  month,  enjoyed  their  visit  to 
the  museum  as  part  of  their  program.  Two  young  school  age 
boys  were  so  interested  in  the  exhibits  that  they  came  back 
again  and  brought  their  parents. 

The  annual  Flea  Market  was  held  in  August  with  Arthur 
Reynolds  again  in  charge  of  renting  space.  With  this  event  we 
raised  enough  money  to  pay  our  expenses,  the  largest  part  of 
which  is  insurance. 

During  a  heavy  rain  the  roof  of  the  museum  leaked  and 
the  Selectmen  said  they  would  attend  to  it  immediately. 

During  the  spring  Lynn  Monroe  of  the  Rockingham 
Strafford  Regional  Council  in  Exeter  and  two  assistants  spent 
a  good  deal  of  time  in  the  museum  taking  pictures  of  old 
postcards  and  pictures  showing  the  older  homes  in  Kingston. 
This  was  for  the  Historic  Preservation  Project  entitled 
Cultural  Resource  Survey,  Inventory  and  Plan  draft  copies  of 
which  were  presented  to  the  Town  in  June.  This  project  will  be 
completed  this  year,  198L  All  homes  over  50  years  old  are 
included  in  the  project. 

A  few  new  exhibits  were  added  this  year  and  with 
rearranging  of  other  exhibits  the  museum  took  on  a  new  look. 
The  museum  committee  is  always  looking  for  interested 
Townspeople  to  sit  in  the  museum  on  Sunday  afternoons  from 
2  to  4:00  and  anyone  interested  can  call  a  member  of  the 
committee.

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EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a 
community  health  service  that  provides  health  care  to 
individuals  and  families  in  their  home,  in  the  office,  or  in  clinics. 
The  care  may  be  to  prevent  disease,  promote,  maintain,  or 
restore  health  or  it  may  be  to  minimize  the  effects  of  illness  or 
disability. 

The  Association  is  a  non-profit  agency  governed  by  a 
Board  of  Directors.  This  Board  is  made  up  of  people  who  are 
appointed  by  the  selectmen  in  your  town. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medicare, 
Medicaid,  patient  fees,  local  taxes,  and  donations.  Town 
appropriations  make  the  service  available  to  t!ie  town. 
HOME  CARE.  Professional  nurses  give  care  to  the  sick  and 
disabled  under  medical  direction,  teach  and  supervise  care  by 
the  family  and  others.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
management  of  patient  care,  coordinating  the  services  of  other 
disciplines,  within  and  out  of  the  Agency.  Care  is  family 
centered  and  consideration  is  given  to  the  total  needs  of  the 
patient  and  family  for  health  promotion  and  disease  prevention 
and  rehabilitation  as  well  as  care  and  support  during  the  dying 
process. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH.  Free  visits  are  made 
to  new  or  expectant  mothers  to  provide  information  and 
instruction  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies.  Well 
Child  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  month  and  provide  the  following 
services:  Physical  exams  by  a  local  physician,  immunizations, 
hearing  and  vision  screening,  lead  and  urine  testing,  special 
counseling,  family  planning  and  referral  when  appropriate.  The 
Clinics  are  for  infants  and  preschool  children. 
ADULT  HEALTH  SCREENING.  Clinics  are  held  each 
month  to  check  blood  pressure,  provide  diet  and  medication 
counseling,  and  general  health  instruction.  Referrals  are  made 
when  appropriate.  New  clinics  were  added  this  year  to  test  for 
diabetes. 

FLU  CLINICS.  12  Clinics  are  held  each  fall  (1  in  each  town) 
to  immunize  hi-risk  (65  and  over,  or  chronic  disease)  persons 
against  influenza. 

THERE  IS  NO  CHARGE  FOR  ANY  CLINIC  SERVICES. 
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The  Association  has  many  valuable  volunteers  who  work 
at  the  clinics  in  addition  to  staff. 

MENTAL  HEALTH.  Visits  to  persons  who  have  mental 
and/or  emotional  problems.  Coordination  between  patient, 
family,  psychiatrist  and  community. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE.  Visits  to  persons  who  have 
or  are  contacts  or  persons  with  tuberculosis  for  testing  and/or 
medication  and  general  health  supervision.  Other 
communicable  diseases-testing  and/or  care  as  appropriate. 

CONTINUING  CARE.  An  Agency  nurse  is  in  the  local 
hospital  part  of  each  day  to  assist  in  planning,  coordinating  and 
arranging  for  care  at  home  so  that  a  person  can  move  from 
hospital  to  home  without  any  interruption  in  care. 

10,938  units  of  service  were  provided  to  residents  of  the 
service  area  between  January  1, 1980  and  December  31, 1980. 
(Individual  town  statistics  are  sent  to  the  selectmen  of  each 
town).
